South  Lebanon  hit 
by  Israeli  bombs

For  the  second  day  in  a  row  Israeli 
jets  streaked  into  south  Lebanon 
Wednesday,  bombing  and  strafing  in 
pursuit  of  Palestinian  guerrillas  just 
hours  before  the  fast  of  Yom  Kippur, 
the  holiest  of  Jewish  holidays. 

The  raids  were  reported  in  Tel  Aviv 
as  designed  to  break  up  any  attack  the 
Palestinians  may  be  planning  for  the 
holiday  and  first  anniversary  of  the 
outbreak  of  the  1973  war  in  the 
Mideast. 

No  one  was  reported  killed  by  the 
raids  on  either  day. 

A  military  spokesman  in  Tel  Aviv 
was  quoted  as  saying  that  the  planes 
struck  to  keep  the  terrorists  busy  over 
Yom  Kippur,  the  Jewish  Day  of 


Atonement. 

A  year  ago,  during  the  20th  hour  of 
the  solemn  holiday,  Egypt  and  Syria 
attacked  in  the  Sinai  and  the  Golan 
Heights  and  launched  the  fourth 
Arab-Israeli  war  in  25  years. 

Lebanese  witnesses  reported 
plantations  were  destroyed  and  wood 
set  ablaze  when  a  formation  of  six  jet 
fighters  swept  low  over  El-Ghor,  a 
village  area  close  to  the  border  with 
Israel.  The  raid  lasted  1 0  minutes. 

Throughout  Israel  religious  Jews 
began  a  25-hour  dusk-to-dusk  fast  to 
observe  a  day  of  penitence  dating  back 
to  Moses.  Traffic  stopped,  airports, 
shops  and  movie  houses  closed  and 
even  the  nonreligious  stayed  home  and 
ate  behind  closed  curtains  to  avoid 
offending  religious  neighbors. 


But  the  Mideast  crisis  was  not 
forgotten.  Police  urged  the  public  to 
be  alert  for  bombs  planted  by 
terrorists  to  disrupt  the  holy  day. 
Border  troops  were  on  special  alert. 

In  other  Middle  East  developments, 
Egyptian  President  Anwar  Sadat  said 
in  Cairo  the  United  States  would 
reimburse  Egypt  for  $2.1  billion  worth 
of  oil  which  he  said  Israel  had  pumped 
from  the  occupied  Sinai  peninsula. 

In  Lebanon  Premier  Takiedin  Sofh 
resigned  after  14  months  in  office. 
Opponents  blamed  him  for  rising 
crime  and  inflation. 

In  recent  weeks  he  had  lost  his 
majority  support  in  parliament,  and 
four  members  of  his  cabinet  resigned.

Several  students  at  the  speakout  questioned  the  use  of  activity 
cards  without  tickets  to  get  into  the  game.  Green  responded  by 
citing  three  major  problems:  crowd  control,  (people  crowd  in 
front  of  others);  space  problems  (people  would  not  crowd 
together  on  the  benches);  and  seat  saving,  (people  would  save 
seats  or  steal  seats  from  others). 

Other  questions  involved  location  of  distribution.  “Maybe 
there  should  be  more  outlets  to  serve  students,”  said  Craig 
Romney,  a  freshman  in  general  studies  from  Salt  Lake  City. 
Others  suggested  the  use  of  the  Marriott  -Center  or  Wilkinson 
Center  for  ticket  outlets. 

Green  said,  “It  is  a  problem  of  control  and  manpower.  There 
are  not  many  people  we  trust  to  handle  sales.”  He  also  said  they 
were  thinking  of  building  new  ticket  windows  to  handle  sales. 

“I  don’t  see  how  it’s  really  fair  that  the  public  should  have 
priority  over  students— the  students  should  have  first  priority,” 
said  David  Perucca,  a  junior  in  chemistry  from  Provo. 

“The  final  solution  should  be  left  up  to  the  student  body,” 
said  George  R.  Hatfield,  a  junior  in  industrial  education  from 
Huntington  Beach,  Calif.  He  continued,  “Publish  all  these 
solutipns  in  the  paper,  then  let  the  students  decide.” 

Peter  Bradley,  a  senior  in  Business  from  Burbank  Calif., 
expressed  the  desire  to  help  with  the  ticket  policy  through 
volunteer  help.  He  said  the  students  should  take  part  in  helping 
solve  the  problem. 

Commenting  on  the  Speak-out,  White  said;  “I  came  away 
thinking  that  some  are  for  the  policy  and  some  against.  You  can 
never  really  please  all  the  students,  hopefully  the  poll  will  get 
the  best  estimate.”

Judge  frees  Colley,  Authorities 
criticizes  coverage 


COLUMBUS,  Ga.  (AP)  - 
Citing  unrestrained  and 
uncontrolled  pretrial  news 
coverage,  a  federal  judge 
overturned  the  My  Lai  murder 
conviction  of  William  L.  Calley 
Jr.  on  Wednesday  -  and  also 
compared  Calley’s  difficulties 
in  obtaining  government 
evidence  to  the  Watergate 
tapes  case. 

The  judge  ordered  that 
Calley  be  set  free,  although  his 
decision  can  be  appealed  by 
the  Army. 


U.S.  District  Court  Judge  J. 
Robert  Elliott  devoted  85  of 
the  132  pages  in  his  opinion  to 
demonstrating  how  he  felt 
Calley’s  constitutional  rights 
to  a  fair  trial  had  been  ruined 
by  incessant  portrayals  of 
Calley  as  “a  mass  murderer  to 
a  ghoul”  by  the  American 


Elliott’s  opinion  also 
contended  that  when  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  ordered  former 
President  Nixon  to  produce 
certain  Watergate  tapes,  “that 
move  decided  the  Calley  case.” 

He  said  the  high  court’s 
ruling  broke  the  privileged 
barriers  erected  under  the 
separation  of  powers  doctrine.

Even  jewel  thieves  have  their 
bad  days. 

After  a  somewhat  bungled 
robbery  and  a  dramatic  chase 
scene  down  Center  Street  in 
Provo,  a  suspect  was 
apprehended  after  the  robbery 
of  a  local  jewelry  store 
Wednesday  morning. 

Ream’s  Diamonds,  15  N. 
University  Ave.,  was  robbed  at 
10:15  a.m.  by  two  men  who 
came  in  shopping  for  a  set  of 
engagement  rings. 

The  suspect  is  presently 
being  held  at  the  Provo  City 
Jail  until  his  arraignment 
Thursday  morning,  according 
to  Lt.  Ken  Forshee,  Chief  of 
the  Investigative  Division. 

Some  diamond  rings  were 
among  the  goods  stolen  from 
the  store’s  safe,  according  io 
John  Martin  Felt,  manager  of 
the.  store,  but  the  full  amount 
was  not  disclosed. 

Felt  said  two  men  came  into 
his  store  and  were  shopping. 
“One  wanted  to  buy  a  set  of 
engagement  rings  for  his  girl,” 
he  said.  “They  knew  what 
they  wanted.  The  diamond 
they  described  to  me  was  in 
the  safe.” 


One  of  the 

after  Felt  as  he  was  opening 
the  safe.  The  two  told  him  to 
lay  face  down  on  the  floor. 
One  with  a  gun  tied  Felt  up 
while  the  other  man  took  what 
was  in  the  safe,  Felt  said. 

Felt  said  he  spread  his  hands 
so  that  the  ropes  would  not  be 
s.o  tight.  “They  were  so 
nervous,  they  could  hardly  tie 
the  knot,”  he  noted. 

After  the  men  left,  Felt 
noticed  the  gun  had  been  left. 
He  kicked  the  empty  diamond 
trays  over  it,  and  then,  with 
his  hands  still  tied,  contacted 
the  police  on  the  push-button 
phone  which  was  on  the  floor. 
He  said  he  was  able  to  talk 
into  the  receiver  because  the 
one-half  inch  tape  put  over  his 
mouth  was  not  secured  to  the 
bottom  lip. 

After  Felt  has  called  the 
police,  one  of  the  men 
returned  for  the  gun  but  Felt 
mumbled  and  acted  as  if  he 
did  not  know  anything  about 
the  weapon.  Felt  said  the  man 
tried  to  pull  the  phone  out  but 
got  scared  and  ran  out  of  the 
store. 

Felt  said  he  was  able  to 
work  his  way  out  of  the  ropes 
in  about  three  seconds  and 
began  to  pursue  the  fleeing 


upstairs  suspect  West  on  Center  Street 
with  th^  gun  in  his  hand, 
yelling  for  people  to  help  him. 

“It  was  surprising  all  the 
people  that  were  chasing  the 
suspect,”  Felt  noted.  Two 
bystanders  ran  after  him  until 
they  ran  out  of  breath  and 
then  a  man  left  his  breakfast  in 
a  local  cafe,  ran  out  and 
“grabbed  the  man  around  the 
neck.” 

Felt  asked  the  suspect  if  the 
gun  was  loaded.  The  suspect 
indicated  that  it  was.  Holding 
the  gun  on  the  suspect,  the 
men  walked  down  to  the 
corner  at  which  time  the 
police  arrived  and 
apprehended  the  suspect. 

When  asked  if  he  was  scared 
when  the  men  began  to  rob 
him,  Felt  said  “I  wasn’t  then, 
but  I  sure  am  now.  I  was 
shocked.  I  just  knew  I  would 
do  what  they  said,  so  I  didn’t 
try  to  play  hero  and  I  didn’t 
try  to  resist.”

Officials  criticize 
forum  attendance 


BYU  President  Dallin  H.  Oaks  and 
Academic  Vice  President  Robert  K.  Thomas 
Wednesday  sharply  criticized  the-  lack  of 
student  and  faculty  attendance  at  the 
Tuesday  forum  assembly. 

In  a  joint  statement  they  called  the  forum 
attendance  of  3,061  out  of  a  student  body 
and  faculty  of  26,000  a  “severe  indictment 
of  the  intellectual  interests  and  breadth  of 
the  students  and  teachers  at  this  University.” 
Pres.  Oaks  and  Dr.  Thomas  said  they  were 
“ashamed  and  disappointed”  in  their  roles 
“as  leaders  of  this  intellectual  community.” 

In  a  Wednesday  telephone  conversation, 
Dr.  Thomas  described  the  poorly  attended 
forum,  in  which  “at  least  50  students  walked 
out”  during  the  address  by  Dr.  Daniel  J. 
Boorstin,  as  being  “as  disheartening  an 
Experience  as  I  have  had  at  BYU  in  22 
years.” 

Dr.  Thomas  further  maintained  that  “You 
can’t  pass  up  an  opportunity  like  that 
without  cheating  yourself.” 

The  full  text  of  the  Pres.  Oaks-Dr.  Thomas 


statement  appears  below: 

“Every  faculty  member  and  student  who 
chose  not  to  hear  Tuesday’s  Forum 
Assembly  featuring  Professor  Daniel  J. 
Boorstin  mocked  the  primary  reason  for  , 
BYU’s  existence  and  showed  contempt  for 
his  or  her  own  intellectual  growth.” 

“We  are  disheartened  to  realize  that  this 
university  is  less  today  than  it  might  have 
been  because  so  many  students  and  teachers 
found  something  else  to  do  during  the  10 
a.m.  hour  on  Tuesday.” 

“The  stunning  insights  and  articulate 
presentation  of  Prof.  Boorstin  will  rank 
among  the  most  important  growth 
opportunities  of  this  or  any  other  year., 

“The  fact  .that  this  forum  assembly  was 
attended  by  drily  3,061  out  of  a  siuderit 
body  and  faculty  of  26,000  is  a  more  severe 
indictment  of  the  intellectual  interests  and 
breadth  of  the  students  and  teachers  at  this 
university  than  any  words  we  could  utter.  As 
leaders  of  this  intellectual  community  we  are 
ashamed  and  disappointed.” 


Blood  clot  slows  Nixon 


LONG  BEACH,  Calif.  (AP) 
—  A  potentially  dangerous, 
dime-sized  blood  clot  has  been 
discovered  in  Richard  M. 
Nixon’s  right  lung,  his  doctor 
announced  Wednesday. 

The  former  president  took 
the  news  “as  he  normally  takes 
anything  else  -  it’s  another 
problem,”  the  doctor  said. 

Nixon  “has  a  hell  of  a  will  to 
live,”  Dr.  John  C.  Lungren  said 
at  a  news  conference.  “There 
is  a  very  good  chance  of 
recovery,  but  it  will  take  some 
time.” 

The  clot  lodged  in  the  lung 
after  breaking  off  from  a  vein 
in  Nixon’s  left  leg,  where  it 
had  been  created  by  chronic 
phlebitis,  Lungren  said.  He 
described  it  as  a  “potentially 
dangerous  situation  but  not 
critical  at  this  time.” 

Asked  if  the  gelatin-like  clot 
could  endanger  Nixon’s  life, 
Lungren  said  only  that  the 
present  risk  is  that  a  larger  clot 
could  form  in  the  lung. 


Lungren  did  not  say  how 
likely  it  was  for  another  clot 
to  form  and  it  was  unclear 
whether  Nixon  ever  had  a 
second  clot  in  his  leg. 

“I  hate  to  be  lying  here  with 
this  thing  in  my  vein,” 
Lungren  paraphrased  Nixon  as 
saying.  The  doctor  added,  “His 
mood  is  remarkable 
considering  what  he’s  going 
through.” 

No  surgery  is  contemplated, 
he  said,  but  Nixon  is 
c  ontinuing  anticoagulant 
treatment  to  dissolve  the  clot, 
and  prevent  a  new  one  from 
forming.  He  will  remain 
hospitalized  through  next 


anticoagulants,  Coumadin 
orally  and  Heparin 
intravenously.  If  the  drugs  are 
effective,  the  clot  probably 
will  go  away. 

But  a  knowledgeable 
Washington,  D.C.,  doctor  said, 
“Even  though  this  clot  doesn’t 


seem  to  be  severe,  it  doesn’t 
mean  it  couldn’t  get  worse.  If 
a  chunk  of  another  clot  broke 
off  and  got  to  the 
lungs  .  .  .  that  might  be  it.” 

If  Nixon’s  condition 
worsened,  doctors  also  might 
consider  surgery,  including 
emergency  surgery  in  a  severe 
case  to  enter  the  lung  and 
remove  a  clot. 

Other  surgical  treatments 
include  tying  off  certain  blood 
vessels  to  prevent  clots  from 
reaching  the  lungs. 

Nixon  has  no  chest  pain,  but 
the  lung  clot  is  contributing  to 
the  extreme  fatigue  of  the 
forrner  president,  Lungren 
said.

has  been  hospitalized  since 
Monday  for  extensive 
treatment  and  tests.  He  was 
originally  scheduled  to  stay 
only  seven  days.

No  war  forseen  over  oil 

WASHINGTON  —  Secretary  of  Defense  James  R.  Schlesinger 
said  Wednesday  he  doubts  that  any  country  will  go  to  war  over 
oil  despite  the  economic  problems  caused  by  the  high  prices  of 
producer  nations. 

“It  is  not  anticipated  that  there  is  going  to  be  military 
■  conflict ,”  Schlesinger  said  at  his  first  Pentagon  news  conference 
in  three  months. 

Asked  if  the  United  States  were  making  any  military 
preparations  to  drive  down  the  price  of  oil  set  by  the  Persian 
Gulf  nations,  he  said,  “We’re  not  contemplating  any  kind  of 
planning  of  that  sort.” 


Experimental  drug  proves  fatal 

WASHINGTON  —  Deaths  and  paralysis  have  resulted  among 
many  of  the  10,000  patients  treated  with  a  drug  described  as 
“purified  meat  tenderizer,”  a  Senate  panel  probing  the  Food 
and  Drug  Administration  was  told  Wednesday. 

An  orthopedic  surgeon  testified  that  FDA  approval  for 
widespread  use  of  the  experimental  drug  Disease,  injected  into 
the  back  to  dissolve  ruptured  spinal  discs,  would  be  “a  disaster.” 

But  FDA  Commissioner  Alexander  M.  Schmidt,  appearing  for 
the  second  time  before  the  Senate  health  subcommittee  to 
answer  employes’  charges  of  harassment,  called  accusations 
against  his  agency  “absolutely  false  and  irresponsible.” 


Rules  panel  will  okay  Rockefeller 

WASHINGTON  -  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  completed  three 
days  of  testimony  before  the  Senate  Rules  and  Administration 
Committee  Wednesday  and  a  key  membersaidthe  panel  will  vote 
overwhelmingly  to  recommend  his  confirmation  as  vice 
president. 

But  Majority  Whip  Robert  C.  Byrd-D-West  Va.,  added  that  he 
was  disappointed  that  Rockefeller  declined  to  state  flatly  that 
he  would  never  invoke  the  doctrine  of  executive  privilege  should 
he  succeed  to  the  presidency. 

Chairman  Howard  W.  Cannon,  D-Nev.,  said  it  would  be 
premature  to  predict  Rockefeller’s  approval.  He  added  that  “as 
of  right  now,  the  committee  seems  to  be  quite  satisfied  with  the 
presentation  he  has  made.” 

More  negotiating  seen  for  Kissinger 

WASHINGTON  —  A  year  after  the  outbreak  of  the  Yom 
Kippur  War,  Secretary  of  State  Henry  A.  Kissinger  is  about  to 
head  back  to  the  Middle  East  to  press  for  new  Israeli 
withdrawals  from  conquered  Arab  territory.  It  is  a  mission  tied 
directly  to  the  West’s  thirst  for  Arab  oil. 

Kissinger’s  negotiating  task  promises  to  be  as  difficult  as  the 
shuttle  diplomacy  he  used  in  achieving  the  Middle  East  cease 
fire  late  last  year. 

And  it  is  made  more  urgent  by  the  unspoken  but  evident  risk 
of  a  new  oil  squeeze  if  the  Arab  states  do  not  get  the  kind  of 
territorial  settlement  they  want.-

student  political  efforts 


Encouraging  student 
involvement  in  politics  and 
detailing  Utah’s  legislative 
process,  Utah’s  Speaker  of  the 
House  addressed  a  campus 
club  yesterday. 

Students  can  wield  political 
influence  by  campaigning  for 
candidates  and  participating  in 
political  meetings,  Speaker 
Howard  Nielson  told  members 
and  visitors  of  the  Utah 
Intercollegiate  Assembly  club 
meeting. 

They  can  also  write  to 
legislators  and  unite  to  wield 
political  influence.  : 

“Don’t  underestimate  your 
influence,”  he  told  students. 
He  assured  that  legislators 
listen  to  those  who  speak  out. 

The  best  place  to  become 
involved  in  politics,  he  said,  is 
to  “choose  a  candidate  you’re 
interested  in  and  help  him  on 
his  campaign.”  Students  may 
also  attend  their  party’s  mass 
meetings  in  May  and  help 
select  state  convention 
delegates  who  represent  their 
viewpoints. 

The  republican  leader  told 
members  of  the  BYU  chapter 
.  of  UIA  how  to  get  legislation 
passed  in  their  upcoming 
all-state  student  legislature  and 
what  issues  to  consider.  The 
UIA  sponsors  a  three-day 
student  legislative  assembly  at 
the  state  capitol  in  which  70 
delegates  from  Utah  schools 
debate  and  vote  on  current 
issues. 

“Get  other  universities  to 
co-sponsor  your  legislation  and 
you’ll  have  a  better  chance  of 
it  passing,”  he  said.  Key  issues 
to  consider,  he  noted,  are  the 
equal  rights  amendment,  land 
use  bills,  mental  health,  and 
penal  codes. 

He  also  suggested  legislation 
which  relates  directly  to 
students  such  as  tuition, 
taxation  on  textbooks  and 
motorcycle  helmet  laws. 

Nielson  pointed  out  that,

additional  plans  on  possible 
modification  of  the  road 
situation  to  be  presented  to 
city  and  state  authorities  for 
recommendation  and  approval. 

Jack  L.  Stockett,  264  W. 
1625  North,  spokesman  for 
the  homeowners,  said  the  road 
brought  increased  traffic 
congestion  and  hazards  to  the 
neighborhood. 

He  said  the  problem  was 
likely  to  increase  as  more 
people  learn  about  the 
shortcut  to  the  shopping 
center  provided  by  the  road. 

Stockett  also  suggested  the 
city  look  into  the  prospect  of 
building- a  road  along  the  river 
between  1625  North  and  the 
BYU  diagonal  to  divert  traffic 
from  the  residential  area. 

The  suggestion  was  included 
in  the  motion  and  the  city 
officials  will  contact  state 
authorities  to  see  if  permission 
can  be  obtained. 

The  commission  and  other 
city  officials  agreed,  however, 
the  chances  of  such  approval 
are  very  slight. 

Ballard  Gardner,  spokesman’ 
for  the  shopping  center, 
contended  that  the  road  is 
necessary  to  serve  the  interests 
of  the  community  as  a  whole. 


F  ollowing  through  on  an 
earlier  visit  by  BYU  student 
leaders,  representatives  from 
the  campus  at  Hawaii  came  to 
the  mainland  for  a  four-day 
visit  on  this  campus. 

Dudley  Kekaula,  student 
body  president,  and  Dr.  Ismael 
Stagner,  activity  adviser, 
arrived  here  Sunday  to  begin  a 
visit  filled  with  meetings,  tours 
and  an  occasional  moment  of 
entertainment. 

“Our  purpose  in  being  here 
is  to  follow  up  on  the 
information  given  to  us  by 
BYU  officers  and  review  the 
role  of  student  government  on 
this  campus,”  said  Kekaula. 

Dressed  in  island  garb, 
Kekaula  explained  that 
student  government  at  the 
Hawaii  campus  is  in  the 
process  of  examination  and 
change. 

“Since  1971,  the  officers  on 


government  positions  are 
Church  callings.” 

He  added  that  just  three 
weeks  ago  he  was  released 
from  his  position  as  Young 
Adult  leader  to  serve  as  the 
student  body  president. 

A  committee  or  student  task 
force  is  now  being  established 
to  review  the  appointive  and 
democratic  systems  of 
government,  said  Kekaula.

Asked  to  share  his  feelings 
concerning  the  visit  of  ASBYU 
Pres.  Reid  Robison  and  Neil 
Andersen,  executive  vice 
president,  the  visitor  was 
definite. 

“When  we  heard  of  the  visit 
we  were  quite  excited  because 
of  the  help  and  information 
they  could  give  us,”  said 
Kekaula. 

He  continued,  “Our 
organization  was  just 
establishing  itself  by  writing 
job  descriptions  and  organizing 
offices.  They  came  and  gave  us 
insight  and  ideas  to  how  an 
effective  government  should 
run.  It  was  very  beneficial.” 

Commenting  from  an 
advisory  viewpoint,  Dr. 
Stagner  said  he  was  very  much 
in  favor  of  exchanges  between 
the  two  universities. 

Rampton's  turn 
to  seek  office?

MEXICO  CITY  (AP)  -  The 
Mexican  government  has 
banned  20  American  programs 
from  Mexican  television 
because  they  are  considered 
too  violent. 

The  prohibited  shows 
include:  “Kung  Fu,”  “The 
FBI,”  “Ironside,”  “Mannix,” 
“Mod  Squad,”  “Dragnet,” 
“The  Untouchables,”  “The 
World  of  Jason  King,”  “The 
Baron”  and  “Nichols.” 

Also  “The  Fugitive,” 
“Desert  Rats,”  “Garrison^ 
Raiders,”  “Streets  of  San 
Francisco,”  “O’Hara  Secret 
Agent,”  “Rescue,”.  “Amos 
Burke,”  “Longstreet,”  “Police 
Trilogy”  and  “The  Sergeant.” 

The  Interior  Ministry  said 
the  programs  could  not  be 
shown  as  of  Sept.  30. 

“Safeguards  established  to 
help  heads  of  families  protect 
their  children  from  certain 
programs  have  failed,”  an 
official  said.  “We  want  to  keep 
the  children  from  watching 
programs  of  such  negative 
influence.”

Antibiotic  prescriptions  hit 


SPOKANE,  Wash.  (AP)  -  Large  doses  of 
antibiotics  are  being  prescribed  too  often,  a 
specialist  in  internal  medicine  and  infectious 
diseases  said  Tuesday. 

Dr.  Joseph  Bujak  told  the  Washington  State 
Medical  Association  convention  here  that  “The 
use  of  antibiotics  is  frequently  inappropriate 
and  unjustified  as  well  as  dangerous.” 

Bujak,  former  chief  resident  at  the  University 
of  Washington  Hospital  in  Seattle,  said  enough 
antibiotics  are  prescribed  each  year  for  two 
illnesses  of  average  duration  for  every  person  in 


the  United  States.  But  only  once  in  every  five 
to  10  years  does  a  person  have  an  illness  which 
justifies  antibiotic  prescriptions,  he  said. 

Physicians  tend  to  over-prescribe  antibiotics, 
Bujak  said,  “primarily  out  of  fear  of  not  giving 
the  patient  the  best  possible  care.” 

The  prevailing  philosophy  among  physicians, 
he  said,  is  that  if  one  antibiotic  is  good,  two 
must  be  better  and  three  the  best. 

A  better  formula,  he  said,  “is  a  specific  drug 
for  specific  bug  and  it’s  likely  to  work.”

“It  will  target  and  keep 
track  of  professional 
criminals,”  Ford  said.  He  gave 
no  other  details,  but  Atty. 
Gen.  William  B.  Saxbe  told  the

federal  funds  would  be  used  to 
start  the  program  in  10  as  yet 
unspecified  urban  areas. 

“We  must  take  the'  criminal 
out  of  circulation.  We  must 
make  crime  hazardous  and 
very  costly,”  Ford  said  to  the 
applause  of  3,000  delegates. 

“We  must  insure  that  swift 
and  prolonged  imprisonment 
will  inevitably  follow  each  and 
every  offense,”  he  added. 
“Only  then  will  we  deter 
others  from  pursuing  careers 
of  crime.” 

The  President  also  suggested 
that  the  police  chiefs  give  high 
priority  to  curbing  “violent 
crime  and  street  crime  in  the 
inner  city.” 

“There  is  where  crime  does 
the  most  damage  to  our  whole 
urban  structure,”  Ford  said. 
“There  is  where  crime  most 
hurts  the  poor  who  already 
suffer  enough.” 

He  said  efforts  against  urban 
crime  already  are  paying  off, 
adding:  “Let’s  step  it.up.  Let’s 
keep  the  effort  moving 
stronger  and  stronger.” 

Ford  asked  the  delegates  to 
rise  in  a  brief,  silent  tribute  to 
Officer  Gail  Cobb  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  Police 
Department,  who  last  week 
became  the  first  policewoman 
in  the  United  States  to  be 
killed  in  the  line  of  duty.

A  survey  in  the  nation’s 
capital,  he  said,  showed  that 
victims  are  frustrated,  fearful 
and  pessimistic  about  seeing 
justice  done  and  that  “even 
victims  do  not  want  to  get 
involved  with  all  the  paper 
work,  interrogations  and 
repeated  .  visits  to  the 
courthouse  in  a  case  that,  after 
several  continuances,  may  be 
dropped  anyway.”

Solving  a  student’s  problem 
now  can  sometimes  be  as 
simple  as  dialing  377-1625  on 
the  telephone,  thanks  to 
“Tele-tip.” 

“Tele-tip,”  BYU’s  unusual 
telephone  advisement  service, 
is  enjoying  a  great  deal  of 
success,  according  to  Dr.  Ray 
Alvord  of  Student  Services. 

Inquiries  concerning  BYU’s 
system  have  been  made  by 
universities  as  far  away  as 
California,  Florida  and  even 
Canada,  according  to  Dr. 
Alvord,  who  said,  “I  am 
unaware  of  any  university  with 
a  similar  system  of  this 
magnitude.” 

Dr.  Alvord,  who  conceived 
the  idea,  initiated  the  program 
in  November  of  1973  with 
technical  assistance  provided 
by  David  Gallacher,  director  of 
the  Learning  Resources 
Center,  HBLL,  where  the 
system  is  housed  on  the  fifth 

There  were  times  since  the 
beginning  of  fall  semester,” 
said  Dr.  Alvord,  “when  more 
than  200  students  made  use  of 
the  service  in  a  single  day.” 

The  average  for  the  past  year 

as  close  to  100  calls  a  day 


and  the  increased  use  this 
semester  warrants  the  addition 
of  a  second  line  which  will  be 
installed  as  soon  as  the 
technical  details  can  be 
worked  out,  according  to  Dr. 
Alvord. 

He  also  said  he  hoped  that, 
until  the  new  line  is  added, 
students  would  not  give  up  if 
they  get  a  busy  signal,  but  will 
try  again. 

Dr.  Alvord  explained  that 
many  students  have  questions 
or  problems,  but  are  reluctant 
to  ask  for  assistance  because  of 
the  time  involved  for  a 
problem  of  a  personal  nature. 

“We  feel  that  Tele-tip  may 
even  offer  the  student  a  more 
thorough  response  to  many  of 
the  questions  than  he  or  she 
might  get  from  just  going  up 
to  a  crowded  information 
counter  seeking  the  answer,” 
he  added. 

Students  using  the  service  to 
solve  personal  problems  are 
assured  of  remaining 
anonymous.  The  person  need 
only  look  at  the  published  list 
of  available  topics  and  select 
the  one  that  meets  the 
situation.  After  dialing  the 
main  number,  the  number  of 
the  desired  topic  is  the  only 
thing  that  needs  to  be  given  to 
the  operator.

The  operator  then  plays  a 
brief  tape  recording  containing 
possible  answers  or  solutions 
and  the  place  to  go  if  further 
assistance  is  needed. 

These  tapes  vary  in  length 
from  30  seconds  to  six 
minutes,  according  to  Dr. 
Alvord,  with  the  163  tapes 
now  in  use  containing  a  total 
of  eight  hours  and  1 5  minutes 
of  direct  personal  advice. 

He  pointed  out  that  the 
present  program  of  163  tapes 
has  grown  from  the  original  63 
tapes  when  the  system  was  run 
on  an  experimental  basis. 

Dr.  Alvord  noted  that  some 
of  the  new  tapes  provide 


information  on  such  topics  as 
“Registration  and  Records,” 
“Employment,”  “Financial 
Assistance”  and  “Tips  to  the 
Consumer.” 

The  script  for  each  of  the 
tapes  is  written  by  those  who 
would  normally  answer  the 
student’s  question  and  is  then 
put  on  the  tapes  by  students. 
Hence,  questions  on  traffic  are 
answered  by  BYU  Security, 
health  problems  by  the  Health 
Center  and  so  on. 

Dr.  Alvord  pointed  out  that 
each  contributor  is  responsible 
for  keeping  the  information  on

“Food  remains  our  biggest 
problem,”  declared  the 
country’s  relief  coordinator 
just  one  week  after  Hurricane 
Fifi  struck. 

The  estimate  of  hurricane 
dead  by  officials  here 
remained  between  7,500  and 
8,000,  but  at  the  United 
Nations  in  New  York  the 
Honduran  -foreign  minister, 
Cesar  A.  Batres,  pegged  the 
toll  at  about  1 0,000.  Both  he 
and  Tegucipalpa  officials 
said  1 00,000  or  more  were 
homeless  and  untold 
thousands  of  others  were 
without  food. 

Volunteers,  guided  by 
hunting  dogs,  searched  for 
more  corpses  hidden  in  thick 
gray  mud  of  the  worst  disaster 
in  Honduran  history. 

Lt.  Col.  Eduardo  Andino, 
coordinator  for  the  national 
relief  committee,  said  the  dogs 
sniffed  out  18  additional 
bodies  in  the  Tela  area  near 
the  Caribbean  coast.  Without 
waiting  for  identifications, 
cleanup  crews  quickly 
burned  or  buried  the  corpses 
to  avoid  contamination  in  the 
tropical  heat. 

Appealing  for  aid  at  the 
United  Nations,  Batres  said 
damage  reached  more  than  $1 
billion,  disrupting  the 
enonomy  of  this  nation  of  2.6 
million  people.

FLATS,  Utah  (AP)  -  The 
North  American  Racing  Team, 
including  actor  Paul  Newman, 
called  a  halt  today  to  runs  in 
Ferraris  in  which  it  set  but  10 
of  the  56  national  and 
international  speed  records 
hoped  for. 

All  of  the  records  were  in 
the  smaller  class  C  division  as 
the  team  encountered 
difficulties  ranging  from  brake 
failure  to  surface  problems. 

The  end  came  at  1:40  a.m. 
when  a  series  of  problems 
beset  a  Ferrari  Daytona  Coupe 
in  which  final  hopes  for 
records  rested.  After  setting 
national  and  international  class 
C  records  of  171.3  miles  per 
hour  for  500  kilometers,  166.2 
for  500  miles  and  166.4  for 
1,000  kilometers,  the  car 
began  to  have  its  troubles. 

They  included  a  blowout  of 
the  right  front  tire  as  driver 
Graham  Hill  was  rounding  the 
far  end  of  the  Bonneville  oval 
track,  while  the  straight  track 
is  used  for  shorter  records. 

Hill  limped  to  the  pits, 
where  a  26-minute  stop  was 
necessary  as  mechanics  tried  to 
undo  the  entangled  rubber 
strands  from  the  axle  and 
wheel. 

“We  did  some  fast  figuring, 
and  it  was  obvious  we  weren’t 
going  to  set  any  more 
records,”  said  Dick  Fritz, 
manager  of  the  project.  The 
Daytona  had  run  just  over 
eight  hours. 

Hill,  a  former  winner  of  the 
Indianapolis  500  race,  took 
the  unsuccessful  finish  calmly. 

“We’ve  run  out  of  cars,  have 
we?”  he  said.  “It’s  a  shame, 
isn’t  it?” 

Another  NART  official  told 
a  newsman,  “We  had  no  idea 
what  the  salt  could  do  to 
you.” 

The  team  had  good  practice 
runs  Saturday,  Sunday  and 
Monday,  and  set  four  records 
Monday.  But  then  the 
problems  set  in.

A  fine  craftsman,  Kent 
builds  his  own  terrariums, 
making  a  year  long  summer 
resort  for  his  lizards  in  a 
desert-like  atmosphere. 

Most  of  his  30-some  lizards 
come  from  the  Utah  and 
Nevada  deserts,  but  recently 
his  collection  has  grown  to 
include  lizards  from  India, 
South  and  Central  America. 

Feeding  is  easy.  Each  lizard 
receives  a  few  meal  worms  a 
day.  The  worms  are  colonized 
in  large  boxes  full  of  oatmeal. 
Though  the  iquana,  tagu,  and 
monitor  each  require  special 
diets  of  salads,  raw  eggs,  and 
chicken  hearts,  respectively, 
Goodliffe  finds  there  is  little 


expense  involved  in  his  hobby. 

The  harmless,  no  smell,  no 
mess  lizards  are  generally 
loners  until  mating  season 
wjjen  they  become  more 
friendly.  Through  close 
observation  Kent  finds  that 
each  lizard  has  a  very  distinct 
personality,  no  two  of  which 
are  alike.  Though  most  live 
well  in  cages,  those  who  have 
trouble  adjusting  go  back  to 
the  desert. 

Goodliffe  would  never  trade 
his  friends  now  for  goldfish. 
They  could  never  sit  on  your 
shoulder,  and  besides,  what 
fish  is  going  to  pay  you  as 
much  attention  as  a  pair  .of 
friendly  desert  iguanas  named 
Cleo  and  Patra? 


Ever  thought  of  keeping 
tropical  fish  in  your 
apartment?  A  few  years  ago 
BYU  art  teacher  Kent 
Goodliffe  did  .  .  .  then 
changed  his  mind  in  favor  of 
lizards. 

Yes,  lizards. 

On  an  oil  painting  trip  to 
southern  Utah,  Goodliffe 
found  himself  being  keenly 
observed  by  a  large  spotted 
lizard  who  was  sunning  himself 
on  a  rock.
